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Financial service director, staff win award

Financial Service Direc¬ 
tor Ben Ferrell and his staff 
recieved the Award of 
FinancialReporting 
Achievement from the Gov¬ 
ernment Finance Officer’s 
Association at the Board of 
Trustees meeting. 

The board discussed the 
monthly financial report, 


approved the sale of seven 
delinquent tax properties in 
Smith County and certified 
Van Zandt tax rolls. 

September and October 
revenues totaled approxi¬ 
mately $5.3 million and ex¬ 
penditures totaled $5.96 
million. Tuition for both 
months was down about 
$ 1 80,000 due to the drop in 
enrollment. 


Cash and investments 
balances are at $7.8 million 
dollars, but approximately 
$1 million is in overnight 
Texpool accounts earning 
5.2percent interest.Ferell 
said, this is “respectable” 
for short-term funds. One 
of TJC’S long term secu¬ 
rity, a 5.6 percent note due 
in 2001 of $100,000 was 
called in October, but that it 


can be replaced this month 
at a little over 6 percent,he 
said. 

The yearly audit is due 
in anyday now and will be 
addressed in the December 
meeting, 

The Board also approved 
resolutions in memory of 
retired Computer Science 
Instructor Merrill O. Can¬ 
trell and former Winona 


Superintendent Darrell 
Nickerson, who died last 
month. 

TJC President Dr. Will¬ 
iam Crowe reported a 1998- 
99 cost comparison of col¬ 
leges, target property val¬ 
ues and anticipated tax rev¬ 
enues for taxing entities. 

The Board of Trustees next 
meeting is tenatively set for 
Dec. 17.

Dr. Samuel Houston resigns

Dr. Samuel Houston 
asked the TJC Board to ac¬ 
cept his resignation in a let¬ 
ter to Board President David 
Lunceford, after it was dis¬ 
covered that Houston’s resi¬ 
dence is not within the TJC 
tax district. 

“It is with sincere regret 
that I must ask you to in¬ 
form the Board of Trustees 
that I am resigning my seat 
on this board, effective this 
date,” Houston said in his 
letter. 

“Sam was a great ser¬ 
vant for the College and a 
great team member. It is a 
shame that we must lose him 


in this way, but the Board 
respects his decision to re¬ 
sign,” Lunceford said. 

“This is a great loss for 
the College and for the stu¬ 
dents it serves,” TJC Presi¬ 
dent Dr. William Crowe 
said. “We must bear the re¬ 
sponsibility for the error 
which occurred in 1992.” 

“It should have been our 
responsibility to assure that 
Sam’s residence was within 
the district when he was re¬ 
cruited to serve on the 
Board, ’’Crowe said. “I’m 
sorry we didn’t learn that 
until now, but I’m thankful 
for the leadership Sam pro¬ 
vided us the past six years. 


We sincerely wish his ser¬ 
vice could continue.” 

Houston was appointed 
to fill the unexpired Place 1 
position of Dr. Ed Potter in 
1 992, ran unopposed for re- 
election earlier this year and 
was sworn in for a second 
six-year term in July. 
Fellow trustees elected 
him the Board’s second 
vice-president in 1994 and 
first vice-president in 1996. 

Crowe said that if 
Houston were to reside 
within the district at any 
time in the near future, the 
College would seriously 
consider reappointing him 
to the Board.

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Reverse discrimination limits opportunities

Racial discrimination goes 
on everywhere. The most dis¬ 
criminated against are white 
men, in such areas as scholar¬ 
ships and other financial aid, 
some job opportunities, and in 
the eyes of some minorities. 

Although I am a white man, 
I am not prejudiced and do not 
look for things to complain 
about.

Before I started to TJC, as I 
filled out scholarship forms, I 
noticed many are just for mi¬ 
norities. Although I can un¬ 
derstand that donors might 
want to help minorities by fo¬ 
cusing on them, it seems all 
they are doing is hurting. 

1 know many white men 
who need scholarships and 
other financial aid more than 
many of my minority friends. 

Besides scholarships other 
financial aid is available to 
just minorities or just women. 
I believe that any aid or assis¬ 
tance should be solely on the 
basis of economic need, not 
the skin color or gender. 


How can we give every stu¬ 
dent an equal opportunity at an 
education when we are already 
making up our mind that mi¬ 
norities or women need more 
help than Caucasian men do? 

Many employers accept 
only minority or women ap¬ 
plicants. Company leaders say 
they do this because they re¬ 
ceive complaints about only 
having white men working. 
Too many times companies 
must be concerned about look¬ 
ing racist or sexist so they can¬ 
not hire the best person. 

The best person should get 
the job regardless of gender or 
race. 

In a California case a Los 
Angeles police lieutenant sued 
the city ’ s police department for 
reverse discrimination after he 
was denied a helicopter pilot’s 
license in favor of an allegedly 
less-qualified black colleague, 
according to the state’s police 
report. The officer, assisted by 
the Individual Rights Founda¬ 
tion, dug up evidence to sup¬ 
port his suit—including a 
statement by the helicopter 
unit’s captain that “three of 


the four pilot openings would 
be filled by minority offic¬ 
ers.” 

I personally do not believe 
in affirmative action because 
it causes too much conflict 
and is unfair. 

Education Freedom mem¬ 
ber Jim Long wrote on the 
Internet: 

“My mother tried to teach 
me as a child that two wrongs 
don't make a right. I really 
didn 7 understand this prin¬ 
ciple until I saw it applied to 
adult decision making. The 
twisted, immoral logic upon 
which affirmative action is 
based assumes one wrong off¬ 
sets an earlier wrong, creating 
right, ”Long said. 

No one disputes the his¬ 
toric record of racism in 
America, especially against 
Americans with African heri¬ 
tage. Encouraging the con¬ 
tinuance of racism in America 
defiles the memories, sacrifices 
and struggles of all victims of 
racism in America, ” Long 
said. 

Affirmative action is just 
another form of racism. In-

Tyler’s public transit 
service began in 1959 and 
once included a 
trolley.Transit Manage¬ 
ment of Tyler took over in 
1 993 with one bus line run¬ 
ning, but in 1994 they op¬ 
erated four lines.
